Not long ago we were consulted by a farm 
er’s boy of eighteen in regard to his entering 
upon a course of study at Orono, or taking a 
short course in a commercial or business col- 
lege. While he was satisfied the former plan 
would be the best in the end, the latter could 
be accomplished in less time and at less cost— 
this being with him, as with many young men, 
a matter of much immediate importance. The 
substance of our answer may possibly benefit 
some of our young men who are yet debating 
similar questions. 

Young men who design acquiring an educa- 
tion, are too apt in setting out, to think of the 
time it will take to compass an ordinary college 
course, as about the sameas lost. Many, it is 
true, do not so regard it, even from the first, 
but they are the few zealous, enthusiastic ones 
who have a definite idea of what they want to 
accomplish, and of the means by which they 
propose to bring it about. The larger number 
of our co¥ege students are those who really 
have no settled, definite views as to their plans 
in life, and who often think four years a very 
long period to devote to a preparatory course of 
study. But when the course has been entered 
and completed, and the four years passed, the 
student who looks at it from the other end-—so 
to speak—or who looks back over it and sees 
his studies mastered, will regard it as the best

Important to Owners of Stallions. 


We publish below the act pagsed by the last 
Legislature for securing the better preservation 
of horse records, approved February 26th. 
It is a matter in which the owners of stallions 
have a direct interest, and its fulfillment will 
tend to obviate the annoyance and uncertainty 
heretofore encountered by those who have tried 


our most noted horses: 
An Act fér the Better Preservation of Horse 
Records. 
Section 1. Any person or persons owning or 
keeping a stallion for breeding purposes shall be 
required before advertising by written or print- 
ed notices the services of said stallion to file a 
certificate with the register of deeds in the 
ceunty where said stallion is owned or kept, 
stating name, color, age, size, together with the 
pedigree, of said stallion, as full as attainable, 
and the name of the person by whom said stall- 
ion was bred; and it shall be the duty of the 
register to record such certificate in a book kept 
for that pu , properly indexed, upon receipt 
of a fee of fifty cents for each certificate ot not 
more than one 
twenty-five cents for each additional page. 
Section 2. Any person who shall neglect to 
make and file the certificate required the 
provisions of this act shall not recover any com- 
pensaticn for the services named in section one, 
and if he shall knowingly and wilfully make 
and file a false certificate of the statements 
aforesaid shall forfeit the sum of* one hundred 
dollars, to be recovered by complaint, indict-

Editorial Notes. 


The proceedings of the Franklin County 
Farmers’ Association at its North Wilton meet- 
ing, will be published in our next. 


Can our correspondent S. W. C., of Stetson, 
do anything better with his cow, under the cir- 
cumstances, than to turn her for beef? 


The way in which some men manifest their 
faith in farming in Maine, even under adverse 
circumstances, is told by an old-time subscrib- 
er to the Faruer, who, writing from Baldwin, 
Cumberland county, says: ‘‘Things did look 
dark after haying inthe dry summer of 1871, I 
can assure you, but as I do not believe in laying 
down in the furrow, I thought I would do some- 
thing. SoI went to sowing grass seed on my 
new laid-down grass land where the Seed did 
not catch, and harrowing with two horses. 
Then I plowed up as much of my poorest grass 
ground as I thought I could manure, and 
watched the barn manure, the hen house, the 
sink spout, the hog yard, the privy, and all 
other chances where I could get a shoWltul of 
manure; and last fall my crops gave me credit 
for it, for my barns, my granary and my cel- 
lar never looked better.”” And what such vig- 
ilance and care did for our correspondent, the 
same will do for any other man. Listen to his 
words, ye young and restless farmers who are 
eager to leave our good old State, and let the 
energy and faith of this old subscriber, shame 
you into exercising your own faith and works 
to accomplish similar results. 

A correspondent at Prospect Ferry believes 
in soiling, and so do we. He thinks by feeding 
in the barn and yards one-third of the year— 
which is about all the time our cattle get their 
living in pasture—our farms may be made to 
carry much more stock than they do at present. 
Where pasturage is so poor that it takes ten 
acres to keep a cow four months, he believes it 
had better grow up to wood. By soiling, one- 
half the expense of fencing is saved, all the 
manure is saved, there is no running after cows 
at milking time, or after oxen when wanted in 
the hurry of haying or harvesting, and then 
there is the saving of time, an item of great 
importance. These and many other advantages 
are possessed by soiling, and we haye no doubt 
that in many localities in our State it will come 
to be quite generally practiced. Whenever it 
is entered upon it will be found fiecessary to 
have a small piece of winter rye near the build- 
ings to cut for fodder early in the spring. 
Clever, Lucern and Hungarian grass can fol- 
low rye in succession. Lucern is one of the 
best soiling crops; and on rich, mellow soil

Management of Fairs. 


Ina communication published some weeks 
since in the Farmer, I gave expression to some 
lessons which bad been learned trom expérience 
and from observation in the methods of. con- 
ducting Cattle Shows. The limits of that ar- 
ticle did not admit of a reference to all the 
points demanding attention, therefore it is 
proposed to still turther pursue the subject. 
Since the opinion has become established that 
the trotting course is necessary to the equip- 
ments of an agricultural society, the former 
practice of an annual address has gradually 
gone out of fashion, till now an address at a 
cattle show is almost unheard of, save at town 
and club shows, where trotting is not practi- 
cable. These small fairs are setting a worthy 
example in this respect. The farmer’s labors 
are such, and his associations are such, as do 
not tend to a cultivation of the intellect; there- 
fore the tendency to ignore everything intel- 
lectual from these farmers’ festivals is ina 
high degree censurable. Every possible avail- 
able means instead, should be used to encour- 
age culture and to encourage the exercise of 
the intellectual faculties of the farmer and his 
family. I know the plea is made that few in- 
dividuals manifest any interest in such exer- 
cises; and I know too, that appearances “give 
validity to the atgument. But if this tend- 
ency is developing into a stolid indifference tu 
all intellectual culture, then it is time efforts 
were made to arrest it; and the arguments here 
presented receive force by the objections brought 
against them. It might be well to try once in 
a while to work for the good of the cause in- 
stead of the popularity of the show. The 
State Society is open to grave censure in this 
direction, if in no other, for receding from its 
earlier pravtice of an address at the annual ex- 
hibition. Admitting at once that it would not 
‘draw ,’’ would it not exert as great an influ- 
ence upon the industries of the State as a 
prize drill costing two or three hundred dol- 
lars? Though few might hear it at the time, 
still it would go into print and be read and 
studied by a large proportion of the farmers 
of the State. Even the opening address of the 
President was last fall crowded out of the 
place assigned it months before in the printed 
programme by the irrepressible ‘‘horse,’’ and 
was delivered without previous notice after it 
had appeared in the daily papers, to a knot of 
farmers gathered together in the evening for a 
discussion. Such a course may be necessary; 
but is it the course most desirable? It we 
would educate the farmer,—if we would as- 
sist in elevating him to a position in society, | 
and toa standing us a citizen of the State 
which he ought to be capable of filling, and 
which all are desirous he should occupy, pro- 
vided his qualifications will admit, we must 
work his mind. Sing the poetry of ‘‘Life on 
the Farm’’ as sweetly as we may, and preach 
as we will the necessity of a thorough and ex- 
tended education, the tendency of labor on the 
farm is toward the developement of muscle 
rather than intellect; and if to this influence 
which surrounded him almost every day in the 
year, we add the influence of his own annual 
festivals, we are employing an organization, 
endowed and encouraged principally for the 
elevation of the farmer, ¢s a means to degrade 
and debase him. Instead, every available 
means, on all proper occasions, should be em- 
ployed to bring the mind of the farmer into 
requisition, that he may thereby not only be- 
come a more prosperous farmer but also may 
develope into the full capabilities of a man. 
The practice now prevailing with many socie- 
ties in Massachusetts, and formerly in vague 
with some in this State, of having a public ad- 
dress, followed by a societie’s dinner, and, af- 
ter the feasts, devoting an hour to off hand 
speeches, sentiments, etc., I always liked. 
The influence of such occasions towards the 
encouragement of the farmer and his family 
in the calling in which they are engaged and 
towards their mental and moral elevation can- 
not be over-estimated. I well remember when a 
mere boy of stealthily edging through the door 
of the hall after the dinner had been partaken 
of by the guests at the table, for the purpose 
of listening to the flow of reason and senti- 
ment; and some of the speeches and toasts can 
be repeated at this day, and without doubt 
have contributed much towards the interest | 
have since felt in the elevation of the farmer 
and his business. I never was called by those 
most intimate with me, an ‘‘old fogy,’’ but I 
do think those ‘‘good old practices’’ exerted a 
better influence fur the cause in whose behalf 
agricultural organizations are supposed to lab- 
or, than some of the accompaniments to a mod- 
ern cattle show, where the prime object is of- 
ten lost sight of in the effort to introduce that 
which will **draw.”’ Z.A.G

Farmers’ Club’s and Ag’l Societies. 


In a late number of the Farmer, there was 
an editorial note on Farmers’ Clud’s which has 
set me thinking. [I believe our organizations 
tor the benefit of the farmers and agriculture, 
are toc diverse; there is too much pulling 
apart, instead of standing up shoulder to 
shoulder and giving them ail the strength pos- 
sible. I think there is need of much reforma- 
tion among the societies of whatever name. 
My idea is that there should be one or more 
Farmers’ Clubs ia every town,one Association in 
every county composed of Farmers’ Club’s, and 
these associations be auxillary to the Board of 
Agriculture. as 

Again do not our agricultural societies and 
the method of holding shows need some reno 
vation? Would it nut be better to have one ; 
live active society in each county, than two or 
more feeble organizations? Regarding these so- 
cieties we would have one in every town; these 
town societies to be comnected and form the 
county organizations and they to form the 
State Agricultural Society. Our agricultural 
societies are more particularly for the exhibi- 
tion of the farmer’s* products, although their 
premiums for the best specimens are to a cer- 
tain degree stimulants to an improved system 
of agriculture. But they give us little or no 
practical information relative to the cultivation, 
care and growth of these products. ‘This is 
the province of the Farmers’ Clubs, County 
Associations and the Board of Agriculture. 
Here are two distinct classes of societies, both 
having the same end in view, yet neither alone 
being competent to produce the desired result. 
The question now arises, cannot these two 
classes be united, so that while their efficiency 
in their respective positions is not impaired 
they may each strengthen the other? 

If the people generally would take hold of 
the matter, and take a personal interest in the 
success of these societies, there would be less 
feeble ones and the strong ones would be made 
more efficient. Every person knows that such 
organizations are beneficial to the farmer, and 
the agitation and discussion of their merits 
and demerits will make them more perfect and 
thus enable them to exert a greater influence 
upon the agricultural community.

Preparing and Seasoning Fuel. 


to cut and prepare it in the spring already for 
use. As soon as the ice is sufficiently melted 
away I commence two tiers about eight inches 
apart, after laying skids at the bottom (I use 
the same wood for the skids) and build the 
tiers from four to five feet high drawing them 
in gradually so they will touch each other at 
the top. ‘Then I lay on some the whole length 
of the pile on the center, this will keep them 
steady and also turn off much of the rain. 
After remaining in this pdsition through the 
dry part of the season, I move it into the 
wood-house. Wood will not season, cut and 
split in the spring and thrown into heaps pro- 
miscuously because the rains have free access 
to the piles, ther with the steam arising 
from the ground beneath prevent it from sea- 
soning. And neither will green wood season 
without dozing when packed into a tight wood- 
bouse without a suffiient draft of air i 
through it. It pays to furnish wood the 
before it is wanted, and it also pays to have it 
dry even if it is attended with a [ittle more 
expense.

those that are breeding, not only i// bred but 
sickly stock, and sending broadcast all over our 
country, to disappoint and diseourage the un- 
initiated, but who are lovers of good stock. 

Now Mr. Editor, I wish to add that a grade 
bull should never ve bred from. The raising 
or breeding from such should never be encour- 
aged by any Agricultural Society or Farmers’ 
Club. The breeder who breeds from either of 
the above named class is doomed to disappoint- 
ment. He is like the man in the middle of 
the pond with a boat, who taking up one oar 
says—‘‘This oar is a thoroughbred, no matter 
if it is a little too long on the back, and nar- 
row on the loins, it isa little pinched in the 
shoulders, his knees are rather near together, 
his eyes are sunk ina little and he dropsa little 
too much back of the shoulders; he is a thor- 
oughbred, with a pedigree as long as the tail 
of a comet. I think his stock will be all 
right,”’ and he begins to row. Vell he rows 
a while and soon finds out that he is about 
where he started from, having made one com- 
plete circle. Then he says: “If I can’t get 
ahead any with a thoroughbred, I will try the 
other—no matter if he is a grade—he isa good 
one;”’ so he throws down the thoroughbred and 
puts grade into the rowlock on the other side 
and commences to pull with a will, for be is 
getting desperate now, but soon, to his utter 
astonishment, he finds he is making the circle 
the other way, all ready to give up in despair. 
A good friend suggests to him to try both to- 
gether, the good animal with the good pedigree, 
which he does, and soon finds himself making 
progress toward shore. Let every breeder of 
thoroaghbred stock, select out all of his stock 
that are worthy to breed from, and the others 
if they are males, castrate as soon as possible; 
and send the inferior heifers to the butcher be- 
fore they breed, and by pursuing this course 
the improvement of our stock will not ‘‘be 
put back five years,’’ but we should see a 
greater improvement than ever betore in our 
stock. Every man is not calculated to breed 
thoroughbred stock, but every man who breeds 
cattle should own or patronize a first class 
thoroughbred bull of some breed. Our worthy 
friend Mr. Millett, told xs at Winthrop that 
‘tif we sowed scullion seed, we should raise 
scullions every time,’’ and we are just as sure 
to raise scullions calves ‘‘every time’’ if we 
use ill bred bulls. Let the watchword be im- 
provement, let every crop be better, that the 
preceding one, whether it be a crop of hay or 
calyes—sow and raise only the best. 
The breeder of Shorthorns who made his 
boasts that he made his selections from the 
Herd-book, without seeing the animals, had 
very different ideas from those of another 
noted breeder, who when asked by the pur- 
chasers son for the bulls pedigree, said, ‘‘tell 
your father his pedigree is on his back.”” 
Now Mr. Editor, in closing these few lines 
let me say, we must have thorough blood to 
make great improvement in our stock, but let 
us not have to go to the Herd-books to discov- 
er the fact; let the animals carry the evidence 
not only on their broad backs, but on every 
part of a healthy and vigorous body.

Western Apple Trees. 





Shall we continue to buy Western root- 
grafted trees? 
Nov. 16th, the writer says ‘‘I hope the west-

I presume that western narserymen still con- 
tinue to grow root-grafted trees, as I purchas- 
ed of an agent last spring a lot of trees which 
had the appearance of being root-grafted. I 


Agricultural Report for the year 1863. 
says, ‘I should be blameworthy should noth- 
ing more be said to warn the orchardists of 
Maine from planting Western grown roo'- 
grafted trees; such as are so assiduously hawk- 
ed about the State by ignorant and irresponsi- 
ble tree venders. That these trees are grown 
in the neighborhood of Rochester, N. Y., and 
in other places by millions.’’ Avd he says ‘I 
have myself seen hundreds and perhaps thou- 
sands of acres thickly covered with them, and 
they are so cheaply grown as to be sold at from 
four to seven dollars per hundred.’’ And he 
further says that Western trees are made by 
working a scion on a bit of root sufficient to 
keep it alive until it throws out roots of its 
own, that the work is done in winter when 
there is nothing else to do, and they are dib- 
bled out in spring, and no further laboris giv- 
en, except horse hoeing between the rows un- 
til sold, and that when grown they are simply 
rooted cuttings. As to the value of cuttings, he 
says, ‘I have never grown the apple from cut- 
tings, but have been informed by intelligent 


peatedly done, and that with care and good 
treatment they will attain a fair size and some- 
times come into bearing; but they are never 
firmly rooted, always feeble, often diseased, us- 
ually unproductive and worthless.”’ 

There being so much uncertainty as to the 
worth of these western trees, would it not be 
better to plant seeds and bud or graft the bod- 
ies above ground, or in the limbs, than to be 
at the expense of purchasing trees, and run 
the risk of worse than an entire failure. In- 
stead of buying of western nurserymen a thou- 
sand trees where we do now one, as the writer 
over the signature of “‘W.”’ in the Farmer of 
Nov. 16th hopes we may, had we not better 
reverse the thing? Plant a thousand seeds 
where we now do one and let western trees 
alone. 8.

Down-East Agriculture. 


Hon. Alexander Hyde, of Msssachusetts— 
who addressed our people at the Farmers’ Con- 
vention at Winthrop—is editor of the agri- 
cultural department of the Berkshire Eagle, 
and in a late issue devotesacolumn of his paper 
to Down-East Agriculture, from which we 
make some extracts: 


The agricultural resources of Maine are al- 
most unlimited. The account given in the old 
geographical text books that this state is noted 
tor its lumber, lime, granite and ship-building, 
leaves the impression that agriculture is of 
secundary importance, while in reality it is the 
leading interest of the State; in fact the far- 
mers of Maine are suffering more from a want 
of co-operation with other pursuits than from 
all other causes combined. With rivers and 
lakes furnishing unrivalled facilities for manu- 
facturers, comparatively little attention has 
been paid to other industries than agriculture, 
and the consequence is that instead of a home 
market, the farmers are obliged to send most of 
their surplus products to Massachusetts to be 
consumed by the boot and shoe makers, the 
cotton and woolen spinners, the weavers, tan- 
ners and mechanics of the smaller but more 
enterprising mother state. Deducting the bills 
for transportation and commission, there is 
little margin left for profit to the producér. 
Boston, Lowell, Lawrence, Lynn and Fall Riv- 
er have tempted many of the sons of Maine 
farmers to leave the paternal estates and the 
pursuit of agriculture, in the hope of finding 
a shorter and easier road to competence. In- 
stead of allowing this increasing expatriation 
of her sons, would it not be better for Maine 
to encourage the establishment of manufact- 
ures and the mechanic arts at home? There is 
no state in the Union where water power is 
more abundant, none where the facilities for 
commerceare sogreat. The five hundred miles 
of sea-coast furnish harbors which are anri- 
valled as to numbers, safety and commodious- 
ness. Rivers, estuaries and railroads render 
access’ to the interior easy, and every where 
fuel anu food are cheap. It is a little surpris- 
ing that anufacturers have not availed them- 
selves moi» of the facilities which Maine fur- 
nishes. Maine farmers are waking up to the 
importance of a greater variety of industrial 
pursuits, and have tempted, by a remittance of 
taxes and other inducements, quite a number 
of the Massachusetts boot and shoe manufact- 
urers to avail themselves of the cheap water 
power and cheap living of this State. 

So far as we could judge from a winter view 
of the agriculture of Maine and a day’s inter- 
view with the farmers, there is no reason to 
distrust the future of the agriculture of this 
state. A company of more intelligent men it 
is not easy to scare up, and whoever supposes 
that Maine is covered with granite hills and 
vast forests, will find his delusion dispelled by 
a day’s fourney into the interior of this state 
which furnishes an area of arable land equal 
to that of the rest of New England combined, 
and all the southern portion of it is well dot- 
ted with comfortable farm houses. The school 
house and the church also stand side by side, 
and their united influence is seen in the homes 
and habits of the people. Not an intemperate 
person did we meet nor a whiff of whiskey did 
we smell, and we were told that there were 
only two breweries and one distillery in the 
Pine Tree State. Were we the owner ofa 
good farm on the Saco, An in, Kenne- 
bec or Penobscot rivers or overlooking one of 
the hundred harbors, or one of the thousand 
beautiful lakes of Maine, we should be very 
slow to exghange it for the dull monotony of a 
prairie home.

Pay of Congressmen. 

While the newspaper press of the country de- 
nounces in unmeasured terms the retroactive 
feature of the salary bill, there seems to be a 
difference of opinion with regard to the neces- 
sity of increasing the compensation of future 
Congressmen. Among the reasons offered in 
justification by the apologists of this measure, 
is the fact that it abolishes the old mileage sys- 
tem, and places Congressional compensation 
upon a mcre equitable basis. The case of Mr. 
Gwinn, formerly Senator from California is 
cited, who received $19,000 for mileage while 
Mr. Bayard of Delaware received only $200. 
Reverdy Johnson of Maryland got $128 while 
Messrs. Stewart and Nye received $10,000 
each. Admitting that here was an evil, which 
was allowed to exist altogether too long, we 
fail to see any connection between the necessity 
for a repeal of the mileage swindle, and an in- 
crease of salaries all around. The fact that 
Mr. Gwinn of California received, in construc- 
tive mileage $19,000, has nothing to do with 
the sufficiency of the compensation of Senators 
Bayard and Johnson who received scarcely any 
mileage. An act could have been passed re- 
stricting the mileage to the actual cost of trans- 
portation, without a general increase of sala- 
ries. Tice bill recently passed corrects.the mile- 
age evil, but this fact affords no excuse for in- 
creasing the salaries of those members who re- 
ceived but little mileage, nor for a general in- 
crease. 

To our mind, the real question is, whether 
$10,000 for a Congressiona? term, requiring 
about one year’s time, with travelling expenses 
to and from the National Capital, is a sufficient 
compensation fora member of Congress. 

Before expressing our views upon this ques- 
tion we will briefly glance at the history of 
legislation upon the question of compensation 
of Congressmen. 

In 1789, Congress passed a bil! entitled the 
‘Legislative Compensation Bill,’’ which pro- 
vided that members of the House and Senate 
should receive six dollars a day during the ses- 
sion of Congress, and nothing during the recess. 
It also provided for six dollars for every twenty 
miles travel in going to and returning from each 
session. There was an unjust inequality in the 
compensation ef members on account of the 
mileage system, even in that early day, which 
became more and more apparent as new and 
distant States were added to the confederacy 
and, on account of improved facilities for tray- 
elling, the expenses were very much reduced. 
There was an effort on the part of the Senate 
to make the pay of its members greater than 
that of members of the House, but a compro- 
mise was finally agreed upon that the act should 
be limited to seven years and that for the 
seventh year members ¢«f the Senate should re- 
ceive seven dollars per day. 

In 1796, the former bill was re-enacted only, 
it was not limited and did not provide fora 
year’s extra compensation to Senators. This 
bill was in force till about the year 1830, with- 
out any alteration. The next legislation up- 
on the subject provided that the compensation 
for members in both branches should be in- 
creased to eight dollars per day for actual at- 
tendance and eight dollars for every twenty 
miles travel. In this case the increased com- 
pensation amounted to 334 per cent. 

There was no further change in the law un- 
til 1856, when it was so amended as to allow a 
salary of $6000 for a Congressional term, leay- 
ing the mileage unchanged. It was then that 
Senator Gwinn received his $19,000 mileage, 
as Senator from Oalifornia,he being then obliged 
to make the trip by water. This law continued 
in force during the war, when the rates of liv- 
ing in Washington and elsewhere had nearly 
doubled, and at the same time the condition of 
the country demanded that Congress should be 
in session the greater part of the time. Dur- 
ing this time members of Congress managed to 
live, and those who were economical saved 
something over and above expenses. 

In 1866, the salary for a Congressional term 
was raised to $10,000 and the mileage reduced 
one-half. The increase of salary by thischange 
amounted to nearly seventy per cent., though 
the actual compensation, including mileage, of 
members living in States remote from the Cap- 
ital, was reduced rather than increased by the 
terms of this bill. The argument in favor of 
this increase was the advance in the expenses 
of living, although the war was ovér and prices 
were tending downward. Thisadvance was re- 
garded as extravagant and elicited much popu- 
lar indignation. It was justly claimed that if 
$3000 per year during the war, was sufficient, 
there was no good reason why it should be in- 
creased alter the war was over and the rates of 
living were steadily growing less. 

The bill which was recently passed added 
fifty per cent. to the compensation of members, 
making it $15,000,for a congressional term. 
This salary is two anda half times greater than: 
it was during the war, when a dollar in gold 
was worth more than two of our currency and 
the price of living had ingly ad- 
vanced. It is urged that the reduction of mile- 
age from four dollars per twenty miles, to the 

actual cost of travel, is an offset to the increase 
of salary. Under the previous law, members

ation bill should have been defeated. The trick 
of attaching improper amendments to important 
and necessary bills, should be stopped. 

If the salary clause had reduced the pay of 
members fifty per cent., would they have felt 
themselves obliged to vote for it to save the 
appropriation bill? We think not. The de- 
feat of the appropriation bill would have neces- 
sitated an extra session of Congress but this 
would have been a trifling magter, compared 
with the odium which attaches to the salary 
bill. 
We are in favor of giving a fair compensa- 
tion to our public men. We take no stock in 
thecheap talk which we often hear, that plenty 
of men can be found who are willing to serve 
the country for a small compensation, &c. We 
believe the pay should be sufficient to secure 
good men, and enable them to support them- 
selves sreditably, whether they be rich or poor. 
Bat a salary of $15,000 for one year’s actual 
service, for a member of Congress, seems to us 
to be extravagant, and a wide departure from 
the simple and economical habits of our early 
legislators. 

Many wealthy men are elected to Congress 
who spend much more than their salaries, and 
no one questions their right to do so; but it 
does not follow that impecunious members 
must be furnished with means at the country’s 
expense, to enable them to ape their rich com- 
peers. Mr. Stewart remarked, in the Senate, 
during the discussion of the salary bill, that 
the pay of Congressmen should be increased so 
as to enable them to live ‘‘decently.”’ 

The following paragraph from a Washington 
paper will show what Mr. Stewart means by 
‘living decently:”’ 

The most superb furniture in Washington is 
said to be that in the house of Senator Stewart, 
selected by Mrs. Stewart during her five years’ 
sojourn in Europe, and valued at two hundred 
thousand dollars. There is a table composed 
of a gilt stand, cupporsing. a slab of the finest 
black marble, inlaid with flowers and fruits of 
Florentine mosaic, and a cabinet of ebony and 
Florentine mosaic, which is said by connoisseurs 
to be equalled only by one in the Pitti Palace. 


There may be some members of Congress 
who, even with the increased rates of pay, re- 
ceive less than they would in the practice of 
their profession or in the pursuits of private 
life. This is their affair, not ours. We cer- 
tainly would not oblige them to stay there; but 
we believe that nine-tenths of our Congress- 
men at $10,000 per term, can save more than 
they could in any business they are capable of 
doing outside of Congress. 

In conclusion, we believe the last increase of 
Congressional salaries was unnecessary and ex- 
travagant, and an act calculated to weaken the 
confidence of the people in our system of gov- 
ernment. We have faith in the intelligence of 
the masses, and we believe this odious legisla- 
tion should not affd will not go unrebuked. 
We know there is an intense feeling of discon- 
tent and disgust, which pervades all classes, at 
the manner in which the public treasury has 
been robbed for the benefit of those whose duty 
it was to guard it, and when the proper time 
comes, that arrogant Congressman who char- 
acterized the just remonstrances of the people 
as the ‘‘howlings of the mob,” will be unde- 


ceived.

Foster Hancep. The strenuous efforts to 
obtain a commutation of the sentence of Fos- 
ter, the murderer of Avery D. Putnam, preved 
unavailing, and at a quarter past 9 o’clock Fri- 
day forenoon, the guilty man expiated his 
crime upon the gallows in the prison yard of 
the New York Tombs. He wasattended by Rev. 
Dr. Tyng and the chaplain of Sing Sing in de- 
votional exercises until a few moments before 
proceeding to the scaffold, where religious ser- 
vices were performed by the former in an im- 
pressive manner. The prisoner’s fortitude 
rapidly gave way during the solemn exercises, 
and immediately after shaking hands with the 
clergyman, the bolt was drawn and he fell, dy- 
ing almost without a struggle. The execution 
was witnessed by about one hundred and fifty 
persons, and was conducted with the utmost 
quiet and order. The remains were buried 
from the residence of the unfortunate widow 
last Monday. It is stated and believed by 
many, that Foster had taken poison and that 
had the execution been delayed an hour longer, 
the gallows would have been cheated of its 
prey.

It is recommended that a sub- 
stantial brick building be built in some central 
part of the city, west side of the river, large 
enough for the engine ‘‘Pacific’’ and steamer 
**Cushnoc,’’ and a stable; and the house on 
Bridge street converted into a carriage and 
store house. 

A reservoir has been built on the east side of 
the river, at the junction of Eastern avenue 
and Middle street, at a cost of about $1500. 
Its compacity is 300 hogsheads. A new cover- 
ing was put on to the reservoir near the Au- 
gusta House. Thaton Spring street should be 
rebuilt. It is recommended to build a reser- 
voir somewhere in the vicinity of Green and 
Chapel streets. There are sixteen reservoirs 
in the city, two of which belong to private 

rties. 

The hook and ladder carriage is in good or- 
der, as well as the hooks and ladders. A new 
truck is needed, as also a hose carriage large 
enough to carry 1590 feet of hose. 

The engine house of the ‘*Atlantic’’ needs 
raising up, and a new foundation. Engine in 
good condition; 500 feet of new hose wanted. 
The company are anx‘ous to have their house 
moved to the corner of Arsenal and Cony 
streets; 30 men in company.” 

‘*Pacific’’ house not in good repair, the foan- 
datior giving out every spring. Engine in 
good, repair; 500 feet of new hose wanted; 
company composed of 30 men. 

**Cushnoc”’ steamer house has been enlarged 
and made more convenient. Machine- and ap- 

tus in good condition. This company runs 
Som engineers and teamsters not included. 

The city team has earned, outside of fire du- 
ty and labor connected with the department, 
about $900.

CITY SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 

The City Solicitor, W. P. Whitehouse, Esq., 
reports that at the beginning of the year these 
cases were pending before the S. J. Court; 
Andrew Clark and wife vs. Charles White; 
Allen Alexander vs. city of Augusta. 

In the case of Clark ys. Augusta, a verdict 
was obtained in favor of the city at the Octo- 
ber term in 1871, and exceptions taken by the 
laintiff’s counsel to the rulings of the presid- 
ing Judge. These exceptions were overruled 
at the May term of court, and final judgment 
rendered on the verdict in favor of the city. 

In Reeves vs. White it was believed that the 
alleged acts of trespass by defendant were jus- 
tified by law, and the city assumes the detence. 
The trial in this case in October, 1871, also re- 
sulted in a verdict in favor of the city. The 
exceptions and motion for a new trial have not 
been argued.

From ‘‘A Fourteen Weeks Course in Phys- 
iology,”’” published by A. S. Barnes & Oo., 
New York. 

The bile is secreted by the liver. This gland 
weighs about four pounds, and is the largest 
in the body. It is located on the right side, 
below the dia . The bile is of a dark, 
golden color and bitter taste. About three 
pounds are secreted per day. Wher not need- 
ed for digestion, it is stored in the gall cyst. 
Its action on the food, though not understood, 
is necessary to life. ; 

The Pancreati¢ juice is a secretion of the pan- 
creas, or ‘‘sweet-bread’’—a gland nearly as 
as the hand, lying behind the stomach. 
It is slightly alkaline, and has an organic prin- 
ciple—pancreatic—which has the power of 
changing starch to sugar. 

Its main work however, is in breaking up the 
globules of fat into myriads of minute parti- 
cles which mix freely with water, and remain 
suspended i ike butter in new milk. The 
whole mass assumes a milky look, whence 
it is termed chyle (hile) and passes on to 
small intestines. 

The veins in the stomaeh Susetintty com- 
mence to absorb the sugar and the albumen, 
and continue the process along the whole length 
of the alimentary canal. In the small intes- 
tine the fat is absorbed by the lacteals. These 
are fine projections, ten thousand to a square 
inch, which cover the mucous membrane, and 


the milky fluidlike so many tiny rootlets, they 
absorb the fatty particles. Thence the food is 
conveyed along the lymphatics, through the 
thoracie duct to the veins, and within the sweep 
of the circulation. : 
The part of the food absorbed by the veins 
is carried through the portal vein to the liver. 
On the way it is greatly modified by the action 
of the blood itself. In the cells of the liver, 
it undergoes as mysterious @ process as that 
performed by the lymphatic glands, and is then 
cast into the circulation. The food potent 
with force, is now buried in that river of life 
from which the body springs momentarily 
afresh. cpus 

The length of time required for d ing @ 
full meal is from two to fuur hours. It varies 
with the kind of food, state of the system, 
perfection of mastication, etc. In the celebra- 
ted observations made upon Alexis St. Martin 
by Dr. Beaumont, his stomach was found 
empty in two and a half hours after a meal of 
roast turkey, potatoe and tread. Pigs feet 
and boiled rice were disposed of in an hour; 
fresh, sweet apples took one and a half hours; 
boiled milk two hours; and unboiled, a quar- 
ter of an hour longer. In eggs, which occu- 
pied the same time, the case was reversed—raw 
ones being digested sooner than cooked. Roast 
beef and mutton required three, and three and 
a quarter hours respectively; veal, salt beef, 
and broiled chicken remained for four hours; 
and roast pork enjoyed the bad preeminence of 
needing five and a quarter. 

Beef and mutton possess the greatest nutri- 
tive value of any of the meats. Lamb is less 
strengthening, but more delicate. Like the 
young of all animals, it should be thoroughly 
cooked, and at a high temperature, to proper! 
develop its delicious flavor. Pork has muc 
carbon, and is hence very heating. Those who 
work in the open air can dispose of it easily, 
but the sedentary have little need of such food. 
Fish is rich in phosphorous, and is therefore 
commended as brain food. Many however find 
it difficult of digestion. Like meat it loses its 
mineral constituents and natural juices when 
salted, and is much Jess nourishing. Oysters 
are highly nutritious, but are more easily as- 
simulated when raw than when cooked. Milk 
is a model food, as it contains albumen, starch, 
fatand mineral matter. No single substance 
can sustain life for so longa time. Cheese is 
very nourishing, one pound being equal in val- 
ue to two of meat, but is not adapted toa 
weak stomach. Eggs are most easily digested 
when the white is barely coagulated and the 
yolk is unchanged. Bread should be made of 
unbolted flour. The bran of wheat furnishes 
the mineral matter we need in our bones and 
teeth, gives the bulk so essential to the proper 
distension of the organs, and by its roughness 
gently stimulates them to action. Corn 1s 
rich in fat. It contains, however, more indi- 
gestible matter than any other grain, except 
vats, and is less nutritious than wheat. The 
potatoe is two-thirds water, the rest being 
mainly starch. Ripe fruits and those vegeta- 
bles usually eaten raw, dilate the more concen- 
trated fuod, and also supply the blood with ac- 
ids, which are cooling in summer, and useful, 
perhaps, in assimilatiun. 

Tobacco is always detrimental to youth, es- 
pecially those of a nervous, sensitive organiza- 
tion. Its tendency is to retard the develop- 
ment of the body. It will, therefore, diminish 
the mental force with which a young man com- 
mences the work of life, while its narcotic in- 
fluence will often beguile his energy and palsy 
his strength at the very time when every fac- 
ulty should be awake, 
Alcohol is the active principle of all ferment- 
ed liquors. So subtle and dangerous is its in- 
fluence on the body, and so great is its liabili- 
ty to abuse, that it should never be taken ex- 
cept under competent medical advice. ‘The in- 
discriminating use of intoxicating liquors, both 
asa medicine and a beverage, is the curse of 
society. 

Rapid eating produces many eyil results. 
There is not enough saliva mixed with the food; 
the coarse pieces resist the action of the diges- 
tive fluids; the food is washed down with 
drinks which dilute the gastric juice, and hin- 
ders its work; we do not appreciate the quan- 
tity weeat until the stomach is overloaded; 
failing to get the taste of our food, we think it 
insipid, and hence use condiments which over- 
stimulate the digestive organs. In these vari- 
ous ways the appetite is depraved, the stomach 
vexed, the system over-worked, and the foun- 
dations of dyspepsia laid. 
The quantity and quality of food required 
vary with the habits aad age of each individ- 
ual. The diet of achild should be largely veg- 
etable, and more abundant than that of an 
aged person. A sedentary occupation necessi- 
tates less fuod than out-door life. One accus- 
tomed to manual labor, on entering school, 
should practice self-denial until his system be- 
comes fitted to the new order of things, He 
should not, however, fall into the opposite er- 
ror. We read of great men who have lived on 
bread and water, and the conscier tious student 
sometimes thinks that, to be great, he, too, 
must starve himself. On the contrary, the 
greatest workers are the greatest eaters. A 
werful engine needs a corresponding furnace. 
nly we should be careful not to use.more fuel 
than is needed to run the machine. 
The season should modity our diet. In win- 
ter we need highly carbonaceous food, plenty 
of meat, fat, ete.; but in summer we shouid 
temper the heat in our corpoal stoves with 
fruits and vegetables. 

The clima:e also has its necessities. The 
inhabitants of the frigid North have an almost 
insatiable longing fur fat. Thus in 1812, 
when the Allies entered Paris, the Cussacks 
drank all the oil from the lamps, and left the 
streets indarkness. In tropical regions, alow, 
unstimulating diet of fruits forms the chief 
dependence. 
A good langh is the best of sauces. The 
meal-time should be the happiest hour of the 
day. Care and griei are the bitt-rest fves of 
digestion. A cheerful face and a light heart 
are friends to long life, and nowhere do they 
serve us better than at the table. God de- 
signed that we should enjoy eating, and that, 
having stopped before satiety was reached, we 
should have the satisfaction always attendant 
on a good work well done. 
Careful investizations have shown that any 
kind of food, however nutritious in itself, fails 
atter a time to preserve the highest worki g 
power of the body. Our appetite tails when 
we confine our diet to a regular routine. Na- 
ture demands variety, and she has furnished 
the means of gratifying it. 
We can understand much of the process of 
-digestion. We can louk into the stomach and 
trace its various steps. Indeed, the chemist 
can reproduce in his laboratory many of the 
operations; ‘‘a step further,”’ as Fontenelle 
bas said, ‘and he would surprise nature in the 
very act.’’ Just here when he seems so suc- 
cessful, he is comielied to pause. At the 
threshuld of life the eae ae mers revcr- 
ently admires, wonders, worships. How 
strange is this transformation of food to flesh! 
We make a meal of meat, vegetables, and 
Pdrink. Ground by the teeth, mixed by the 
stomach, dissolved by the — fluids, it is 
swept through the body. organ, as it 
,Snatches its particular food. Within 
the cells of the tissues it is transformed into 
the soft, sensitive brain, or the hard, callous 
bone; into briny tears, or bland saliva, or acrid 
perspiration: bile for digestion, oil for the hair, 
nails for the fingers, and flesh for the cheek.
